A man-sized increase in the 
town department budgets - 
$261,774 above appropriations a 
year ago - is being gradually

EDITORIAL THOUGHTS | 


Whei Sildnce Isn’t Golden 


Many people were just a little amazed when the Finance 
Committee sat silent through the recent Urban Renewal 
discussions on common statistics of the program. 

The meeting was designed to find an agreeable set of 


figures — costs and income — which can be considered by 
everyone. The meeting was not, and did not, agree on 
whether Urban Renewal is good or bad; it did not agree 
on whether the town can afford or not afford the program. 

The Finance Committee took the position that it will 
consider Urban Renewal and municipal building costs, in 
relation to the rest of the town’s expenditures, and its 
ability to carry the financial load. 

But it had been expected that the FinCom would agree 
or disagree with the figures being compiled — basically, it 
is essential that the FinCom studies the same cost and 
income figures that everyone else is considering. Other- 
wise, they could be using some set of figures apart from 
the ones agreed upon by nearly everyone present. 

No one asked the Finance Committee to make a deci- 
sion for or against the program; all that was being asked 
was agreement that they, too, would study the same cost, 
the same income figures that everyone else is debating.

Leaves Shut Valves 
To Stop Water Loss 


Leaves of evergreen rhododen- 
dron cup or curl on a cold winter 
day not so much because of cold 
but to keep the plant from losing 
too much moisture 

Dr. Philip L. Rusden says cold 
air has less moisture than warm 
air. When cold arrives, accom- 
panied by winds that suck moisture 
from leaves, a rhododendron re- 
acts by shriveling its leaves. It 
closes its doors to the cold. What 
happens is this: 

The upper side of a rhododen- 
dron leaf is leathery. The under- 
side is softer, dappled with 
thousands of stomata or tiny air 
valves. These valves open and 
close to control the flow of water 
vapor and air in and out of a leaf. 

So when cold and high winds 
arrive and more moisture is lost 
than can be replaced by root ab- 
sorption, a signal goes out to tiny 
guard cells that actuate the 
stomata. The valves are shut. 

Then when the surrounding air 
warms up again, with its accom- 
panying higher moisture content, 
the guard cells expand and the 
stomata open again. Rhododendron 
leaves resume their normal shape. 

A similar drooping reaction 
occurs on a rhododendron during 
excessive heat of a midsummer 
day. Water balance triggers the 
response more than temperature 
fluctuation, although both go hand 
in hand,
